Unfortunately, the stigma of leprosy hangs over Benniee His business is poor 
because potential customers fear the disease. 


In the past, the TRW/ARC has helped Bennie with donations of electronics parts, 
tools, books and clothing. His expressions of appreciation and joy have been 
heartwarming.s 

Once again, Bennie needs helpe In a recent letter, he asked us for money to 
repair his house - $125 to $150. 

At the meeting of the Executive Committee on 9 February, it was decided that 
individual donations from the club members would be an appropriate gesture and 
means to help Bennies
